Even still, you probably never have fully 
realized just how many people die in a day's time. If you do the math, it is fairly 
simple (and startling). There are an estimated 6 billion people living upon the 
earth. The average life expectancy for people varies from location to location. In 
most westernized culture, people can expect to live to be 75 to 80 years old. 


However, the life expectancy in countries like Afghanistan, East Timor and Papa New 
Guinea are MUCH lower. Even in the new millennium, there are countries in this 
world where the average life expectancy is no higher than 50 years old. But let's 





just assume an average life expectancy of 60 years old worldwide. With the millions 
of people dying from aids, starvation and poor nutrition...l'm sure that age is much 
lower worldwide. If you divide 60 million into 6 billion, you get an astounding 100 
million people which die every year.

You see friend, the Bible , God's preserved Word, declares to all the world that men 
and women are wicked sinners, deserving of hell.
